“Fear not, ’ He told Jairu s, “believ e only , and she shall 
be mad e whole." 
And becau se Jairu s d id hav e faith, Jesu s accompanied 
him to his hou se. By the time they arriv ed , the fu neral 
rites were alread y in progress. 
As was the cu stom, professional mou rners were weep- 
ing and wailing lou d ly , accompanied by ru d e mu sical 
instru ments. T he practice was similar to the trad itional 
Irish wake. 
Je su s t u r ne d the mou rners ou t of the hou se, and 
allowed only Peter, James, and John to go in with Him. 
He told the mou rners: 
“W eep not; she is not d ead , bu t sleepeth.” 
Bu t, like skeptical materialists of all ages, “ t hey 
lau ghed him to scorn, knowing that she was d ead .’” 
Nev ertheless, Jesu s took the girl by the hand and 
called to her, say ing: “Maid , arise." 
“And her spirit came again, and she arose straightway : 
and he command ed to giv e her meat." 
Once again, faith was the v ictor ov er d isease and 
d eath.

COLUMBUS, Ohio IP—Ohio cit­ 
ies apparently will not hav e to 
pay as mu ch for their portions of 
interstate h i g h w a y s as they 
thou ght. 
Cities had been ordered to 'pay 
the entire cost of plans for those 
parts of the interstate sv stem ru n­ 
ning throu gh their bou ndaries.

Clubs Padlocked 


Syndicated Gamblers 
May Be Returning 


TOLEDO, Ohio W—Are syndi­ 
cate gamblers trying to make a 
comeback in Ohio? 
State 
officials 
who think 
the 
gamblers are making such an at­ 
tempt 
p r o v i d e d 
information 
that resulted 
in the padlocking 
Thursday of four alleged gambl­ 
ing clubs in Lucas County. 
Temporary padlock injunctions 
were issued by Judge John M. 
Me Cabe against the New Benore 
Club, the Old Benore Club, the 
, New Dix Inn and The House. 
In Columbus, Gov. C. William 
O’Neill termed the Lucas County 
activities “ a real Las Vegas oper­ 
ation” and criticized Sheriff Wil­ 
liam Hirsch’s handling of the mat­ 
ter. The sheriff, vacationing in 
Florida, 
was 
not 
available for 
comment. 
O’Neill referred to a warning he 
gave Ohio sheriffs about gambling 
the day after he took office in 
January. 
“ I want to point out,” the gov­ 
ernor remarked, ‘‘that I was seri­ 
ous about this business. 
“ What happens in Lucas County 
. . . is going to happen to anyone 
who attempts to open a gambling 
establishment in Ohio.” 
The state got into the investiga 
tion on a report, later found false, 
that liquor was being sold in spots 
where gambling was being car 
ried on. 
Robert B. Krupansky. state liq 
nor 
director, 
said 
his 
agents 
gambled within the last five weeks 
at the places ordered locked. 
And he told reporters here that 
his agents found evidence that al­ 
leged gambling in the four clubs 
was controlled by a Detroit snydi- 
cate as an adjunct to an operation 
in Windsor, Ont. 
' " 'a liquor director said custom­ 
ers were screened at the New Dix 
p 
.ii.ig lot, then taken to the New 
Benore 
Club 
where 
they 
were 
searched 
and 
admitted 
through 
three guarded and automatically- 
controlled 
doors. 
He 
said 
that 
when known inspectors visited the 
place, dice and blackjack tables 
were 
covered 
and 
the 
patrons 
would begin watching television. 
The padlocked petition, request­ 
ed by County Prosecutor Harry 
Friberg, named the property own 
ers of record as Thomas Cockran 
of Toledo and two Detroit resi 
dents. Shirley Shore and Samuel 
Braverman. 
During an investigation, Krup­ 
ansky said, the department’s en­ 
forcement division, 
under Caf* 
Floyd Moon, kept eight reputed 
gambling spots under surveillance. 
In addition to the four named in 
the padlock injunction, the spots 
under 
surveillance 
included 
the 
Stickney Avenue Club. A ruling 
is pending on a previously re­ 
quested 
injunction 
against 
that 
club. 


W ATER COMPLAINT DISMISSED

Lewis S. Witherspoon, commis­ 
sion attorney-examiner. ruled the 
company had filed its rate sched­ 
ule with the commission Sept. 9, 
1953.

The 
wo m an gav e o fficers the license 
nu m ber o f the m an’s car. 
The seco nd su spect was still be­ 
ing so u ght Thu rsday night. A m an 
repo rtedly walked into a Newark 
Ohio , restau rant in his sto cking 
feet and asked w here he co u ld bu y 
new sho es. A w aitress fu rnished 
his car license nu m ber. 
Po lice said they fo u nd sto cking 
feet fo o tprints o u tside the Blank­ 
enship ho me and theo rize the in­ 
tru der fled witho u t his sho es. No 
sho es hav e been fo u nd, ho wev er, 
o fficers said.
